Serious trouble has again broken 
out in Canton. The Kwangsi 
troops, under the command of 
General Shum Hunog-ying, bave 
come into. conflict with the 
Yunnan forces under General 
Yeung Himan, and fighting of 
considerable intensity has result- 
‘ed. The ”*Eowangsi troops ate 
apparently attempting to wrest 
‘control of the city from the Sun 
Yat-sen regime, which for the 
moment has the support of the 
Yuonanese. . 
News to hand this morning 
indicated thet Tungshan hed 
fallen into the hands of the 
Kwangsi wen, who are also 
reported to have captured the 
terminal. station of the Canton- 
Kowloon Railway at Teishatav. 
Whether this l:‘tsr report is 
correct we are uc 9 to ssy,fbat 
it appears to be & .awhat con- 
firmed by a telegram received 
this morning by the Britiah 
railway authorities to the effect 
that “the military” have seized 
all the rolling stock at the atation.

Scheme for Combined Club.’ 


Sit Paul Chater said:  Gen-

RENT RESTRICTION. 

The Rents Restriction Ordin- 
ance is shortly to come before 
the Legislative’ Council for re- 
newal,and that fact gives added 
point to.the letter, which we 
yesterday published, from Mn 
Pollock explaining in detail the 
present provisions of the law. 
That the Ordinance in its present 
form is a most complex. enact- 


{ment there cancot be.the least 


doubt. To the great mass of the 
Chinese its true character and its! 
rather involved provisions cannot 
be rightly understood, whilst we 
have encountered many Euro- 
peans who have had only the 
foggiest ides of their exact posi- 
tion as tenants under the Ordin- 
ance. The trouble, of - course, 
Hiea in the fact that the Ordin- 
ance does not merely Jay dowd 
a - standard rent and leave 
the matter there. All manner 
of provisos and exceptions 
ste incorporated in the law, 
and it is in connection with these 
that wnscrupulous landlords are 
able to evade their obligations 
and fleece unsuspecting tenants, 
We presume that some of these 
exceptions. are. necessary in 4 
law of this character, but, ex- 
pressed in legal phraseology, they 
serve to complicate matters and 
lead toe deal of litigation. If 
attached ‘to enactments of this 
nature there could be added asa 
supplement a clear exposition of 
tha Ordinance, couched in ordin- 
ary, workeday Janguage, “there 
would be far less. misunderatand- 
ing than now exists, 

‘Mr. Pollock has perfotmed as 
public service by explaining the 
Rents Ordinance. but there does 
seem, an opportunity for some 
organisation in touch with the 
Chinese masses to circulate 
amongst native’ tenants a clear 
statement of the actual pdsition, 
since Mr. Pollock’s letter must 
necessarily appeal to fow out 
side the European community, 
We welcome the writer's in- 
timation that he- intends later 
setting forth amendments which 


are needed to ‘the “ reconstruc: | 


tion” clauses of the Ordinance. 
Tt ig quite obvious that thero is‘: 
Ideal of evasion ‘going on in thia 
connection, especially. amongat 
the Chinese community. Whilst

by the Ordinances, whilst some, 
we fear, manage to get tenants 
out by doing oven less, Another 
point worthy of mention is that 
many landlords decline to dis- 
charge what we may term their 
ordinary obligations in the way 
of repairs, etc., because they are 
prevented by law from charging 
what rent they choose. ~

There are certainly many re- 
spects in which the law . needs 
claritication and improvement, 
and we hopo that these matters 
will be raised when the Ordin- 


ance next comes before the mem- 
bers of the Legislative Council. 


The Unionist ‘‘Crisis,” 

Whilst it is apparently‘ going 
too far to state that there is 
actually a crisis in tha Cénserva- 


tive party, it is obvionsa that the 


series of severe jolts received 
tecently from the Opposition has 
caused a stir in Governmene 
circles. Itis interesting, therefore, 
Co note the positive . statements 
about Mr.. Bonar Law's forth- 
coming retirement, because it 
seems “almoat as if the wish in 
some quartets has been father to 
the thought. An important thing 
to remember, however, is that the 
Premier is unfortunstely what 
might be termed a sick man: 
His health is anything but robust, 
and et the time of his election 
feats were expressed that’ he 
would nat ba adlé to carry.on for 
long. Were he to resign shortly 
—and we would not be surprised 
at his taking this step—it will 
be on grounds of ill-health, sotbat 
his relinquisbment of office will 
bave practically no political 
significance except insofaras his 
successor be concerned. <Ap- 
parently Mossrs. Austen Cham- 
berlain and Stanley Baldwin are 
hot favourites in the eyes of the 
speculators as tothe new t rerier. 
Either would be a suitable choice, 
the latter perhaps the better of 
the two. [tis interesting. again, 
to ficd the name of Mr. Winston 
Churchill mentioned asa probable 
member of tha Cabinet.
